loosening the strings of their purses 
in an apparent bid to appease 
Africans before today's conclusion of 
the three-day Cairo summit. 

Arab and African leaders yester- 
day launched several salvoes 
against Israel, grouping the Jewish 
State with the racist white regimes 
of Africa.. 

At the same time, many notes of 
discord were heard- Libya lashed 
Egypt and Syria for collaborating 
with “imperialism" towards a Mid- 
dle East settlement. 

Ethiopia criticized Arab countries 
for seeking Its “dismemberment'' by 
aiding the secessionist Eritrean 
rebels. 

Benin denounced Morocco and 
Gabon for last January's “armed at- 
tack” against the Wert African coun- 
try. 

.A prominent speaker yesterday 
was Lebanon's President Elias 
Sarkis, who said he did not wish to 
raise the question of the Lebanese 
crisis at the Cairo forum. He said he 
believed that a debate would not 
serve his country's interests. Sarkis 
rebuked Arafat for raising the 
problem of south Lebanon and warn- 
ed that only the Lebanese Govern- 
ment had the right to raise its 
problems at regional and .Inter- 
national assemblies. 

Sarkis said that his country faced 
“complicated issues" which he in* 
dlcatcd he would prefer to discuss at 
an Arab summit likely to be held In 
Cairo tonight or tomorrow.

Support for 

a separate 
Palestine 
said waning

The idea of a separate Palestinian 
state on the West Bank Is rapidly los- 
ing support — both among Western 
statesmen and among the Arab 
leaders themselves. This, according 
to top Israel policy-makers, is a 
vitally important backdrop to 
Premier Rabin’s Washington visit. 

The new U.S. Administration, 
these policy-makers say, has 
already weaned Itself of any early 
sympathy for the idea of a separate 
state, and now embraces Kissinger's 
dismissal of it. 

Both Secretary Vance and 
National Security Adviser Brzexinski 
have spoken against the Idea in 
private conversations, the Israel 
policy-makers reveal. 

Moreover, there la strong and 
reliable evidence that leading Egyp- 
tians are also recoiling from the 
prospect of a separate Palestinian 
state, which, they admit privately, 
would pose a threat to Egypt, Syria 
and Saudia as well as to Jordan (and 
Israel). 

Neither Egypt's Sadat nor Syria's 
Assad has explicitly given voice to 
their new thinking, but the two 
leaders' recent statements urging 
close links between a Palestinian 
state and Jordan are seen here as 
hints of the reappraisal which is in 
fact in progress. 

If this trend continues, the Israel 
policy-makers believe, King 
Hussein's long-standing proposal of 
a federation between Jordan and the 
West Bank will become, for the first 
time, a possible basis for negotia- 
tion. 

The policy-makers insist that 
i Israel never rejected Hussein's 
proposal outright — though this was 
I the widespread Impression when It 
was first put forwairt In 1972. Now, at 
any rate, they say, the king is aware 
that his federation idea, with the two 
banks of the Jordan forming 
separate areas of the same state, 
could be seen by Israel as an even- 
tual solution — though not on the 
territorial terms which the king en- 
visages. 

The Israel policy-makers are as 
sceptical 'as Washington (Col. 4) 
:iigarding"Saiiat‘s promise So Y jiC* 
to have the PI-0 significantly alter 
its “national covenant.” (see adjoin- 
ing column). Some say. Indeed, that 
for this reason they see little bope of 
the Geneva Conference resuming 
this year, that the Americans know 
this too,* and that they will have to 
find diplomatic pretexts to prolong 
the preliminary “momentum” Into 
1978. 

Others, however, predict that, 
after the Knesset elections, there 
will be energetic efforts to renew 
Geneva, with Syria perhaps seeking 
to split the PLO and remove from it 
the more recalcitrant elements, 
thereby paving the way for PLO men 
to sit In one of the Arab delegations. 
(Syria Is at present canvassing for a 
unified delegation of all the Arab 
parties, but Israel firmly opposes 
that.) 

Syria’s Assad Is known to have told 
Vance that Sadat's pledge to have 
the PLO alter Its “covenant" was 
"fuzzy." "We shall have to study the 
problem,” Assad said noncommit- 
tally. 

Meanwhile, Cabinet sources 
stressed here yesterday that 
Premier Rabin has no mandate, 
either from the Cabinet or from his 
Labour Party, to discuss end-of-war 
agreements in territorial terms. 

Both In the Cabinet and in 
Labour's recent convention the Issue 
had been deliberately skirted, the 
sources pointed out, because It was 
considered too divisive. 

In effect, these Cabinet sources 
believed, any specific mapmaking in 
exchange for end of war hy Israel 
must await the May 17 elections.

Sympathy for Israel’s 
call for ‘real’ peace

WASHINGTON. — - A high American 
official indicated yesterday that the 
Carter Administration is "basically 
sympathetic" to Israel's desire that 
a final Middle East peace agreement 
represent more than simply an end 
to the state of belligerency in the 
region. 

"There Is a consensus in this Ad- 
ministration that peace must have 
positive elements — that if we are 
serious about peace then it's got to 
be more than a strengthened ar- 
mistice," the policy-maker said. 

He described this as Israel's "best 
thought-through position and that 
one point we’re basically sym- 
pathetic with." 

It was the first time that a senior 
American policy-maker 
acknowledged that Israel has a 
strong case in its position that the 
Arab states negotiate a “real peace" 
agreement, including full normaliza- 
tion of relations, open borders, 
trade, diplomatic ties and other 
elements of peaceful coexistence. 


According to an unidentified State 
Department source quoted yester- 
day by Hearst newspapers diplomatic 
correspondent John Wallach. Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat 
reportedly predicted to U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance in 
Cairo last month that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization will soon 
change its national covenant calling 
for the destruction of Israel. 

Sadat also said, "We are putting a 
great deal of pressure on them" to 
modify the covenant. 

The PLO presumably would con- 
sider the change at Its upcoming 
Palestine National Council meeting. 
The State Department source, 
however, was cautious about the 
PLO going so far as to recognize 
Israel's right to exist. 

He pointed out that the PLO could 
modify some of the more belligerent 
provisions of its covenant without 
coming any closer at all to recogniz- 
ing Israel's right to exist.

State Dep’t minimizes 
'defensible lines’ remark

WASHINGTON. — State Depart- 
ment officials were going out of their 
way yesterday to try to play down 
the significance of President 
Carter's statement calling for 
"defensible borders" between Israel 
and Its Arab neighbours. 

Concerned over a possible hostile 
reaction In the Arab world, the State 
Department is trying to leave the im- 
pression with reporters that the 
President did not signal any shift in 
U.S. policy, especially not a "tilt" in 
favour of Israel. 

It was only hours after Carter 
spoke in terms of defensible borders 
for Israel that State Department of- 
ficials urged Jody Powell, the White 
‘House spokesman, to issue a denial 
during Monday's afternoon press 
briefing that the President's 
remarks represented a shift in U.S. • 
policy, as reported in our second edi- 
tion yesterday. 

Later Monday, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance echoed Powell's 
remarks when he said: “There is no 
change In position by use of the 
words defensible borders." 

The President spoke about "defen- 
sible borders" for Israel during 
welcoming remarks for Prime 
Minister Rabin on the White House 
lawn. It was the first time in many 
years that an American President 
had used the phrase, which is sup- 
ported by Israel and interpreted by 
Israel officials as supporting a 
modification of Israel’s pre-1967 
frontiers. 

Rabin told reporters that he was 


pleased to hear the President use tbe 
term. But Israel supporters here 
were disappointed to see the State 
Department seek to "backtrack" 
■from the President’s statement. 

Political observers here noted that 
the Department’s reaction to the 
Carter statement was typical of the 
"even-handed" posture in the U.S. 
foreign policy bureaucracy. 
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Rabin pleased 
by Carter’s 

strong support

WASHINGTON. - Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin yesterday wound up 
two days of talks with President Jim- 
my Carter and other high U.S. Ad- 
ministration officials pleased by the 
strong statements of support for 
Israel made both publicly and 
privately by the American 
. leadership. 

According to Israel sources here, 
the President assured Rabin that the 
U.S. will continue to support Israel in 
the diplomatic sphere, as well as in 
bilateral Issues. 

Carter said that Washington will 
shortly reply to Israel’s request for 
co-production rights to the F-16 
fighter-bomber. The President made 
It clear, according to White House 
spokesman Jody Powell, that the 
new administration agrees to 
provide Israel with this advanced 
warplane, the only outstanding issue 
being the co-production rights, 
which Rabin raised with the Presi- 
dent. 

During their third meeting yester- 
day morning at the White House. 
Rabin and Carter agreed that the 
objective of current Middle East 
diplomacy should be to achieve an 
over-all Arab-Israel peace settle- 
ment, not additional partial accords. 

They also agreed that the 
negotiations should take place In 
Geneva, during the second half of 
this year. 

Israel sources here, during a brief- 
ing with reporters, were especially 
pleased that the President had decid- 
ed to spend 90 minutes with Rabin on 
Monday evening at a private, relax- 
ed session between only the two of 
them. During this get-together, 
which followed the formal White 
House working dinner, Rabin was 
able to explain in considerable detail 
how Israel views the Middle East 
problem, as well as Israel’s need for 
continued U.S. military and 
economic assistance. 

Israel sources here said there has 
been no erosion whatsoever of the 
fundamental U.S. position of refus- 
ing to deal substantively with the 
PLO in advance of that 
organization's recognition of Israel's 
right to exist. 

Rabin also thanked Carter for us- 
ing the term “defensible borders" 
during remarks on Monday. 

At a press conference, Rabin an- 
nounced that the U.S. and Israel 
have worked out the mechanism for 
discussing future export of Israel 
arms containing U.S. components. 
There should not again be such a 
strain In relations as developed over 
Washington's refusal to permit Kflr 
exports to Ecuador. 

This mechanism, Israel sources 
said, .would involve diplomatic 
channels In Washington — meaning 
the Israel Embassy and the State 
Department: ~ ■ : '■ 

Israel sources here were pleased 
that Carter had shown deep interest 
in understanding Israel's problems. 

Although Jerusalem and 
Washington agree that an over-all 
peace settlement should be 
attempted, Rabin Indicated that if. 
for some reason, this proves im- 
possible, Israel would be ready to 
consider additional partial accords 
ending the state of belligerency. 


Carter told reporters after seeing 
Rabin off that the talks had gone 
very well. Asked whether a Middle 
East settlement was any closer, he 
replied: “One day closer." 

In a statement Issued on Monday 
night, the 1 White House said con- 
ditions were favourable for a major 
effort to resume negotiations toward 
a settlement of the conflict. 

Following Rabin's meeting with 
.the President yesterday mor- 
ning — for tbe third time — tbe Prime 
Minister met for lunch with a joint 
session of the House International 
and Senate Foreign Relations com- 
mittees. He had met for breakfast 
with a group of Senators not atten- 
ding the luncheon. 

Later yesterday afternoon. Rabin 
met with energy chief James 
Schiesinger and Treasury Secretary 
Michael B lumen thal- 

Israel officials here are pleased by 
the general tone and atmosphere of 
the Rabln-Carter talks. One Israel 
spokesman said the talks have been 
held fn "a very friendly at- 
mosphere. " 

Israel officials were especially 
satisfied that Carter Invited Rabin 
upstairs in the White House for a 
private 90-minute meeting between 
the two leaders after they bad finish- 
ed their working dinner earlier Mon- 
day evening. 

Carter’s toast honouring Rabin 
was friendly and demonstrated 
strong support for Israel. His 
remarks sounded very much like the. 
pro-Israel statements he made dur- 
ing the recent presidential cam- 
paign, and were welcomed by Israel 
officials "and their supporters in 
Washington. 

Carter then heaped lavish praise 
on Rabin. “I had the greatest possi- 
ble admiration for him because, as a 
military man myself, I had studied 
the Six Day War and recognized his 
superb courage and leadership in the 
major test of the military strength 
and deep personal commitment of 
the people who live in the heroic na- 
tion of Israel." 

The President continued: “There is 
a kinship between our nation awd 
Israel that is almost unique. Our 
principle of government is the same 
— our principal commitment to in- 
dividual human rights and to 
democracy in Its purest form; a

Carter phones Dinitz 
fair M.E. advice 

WASHINGTON . — President Jimmy 
Carter says that whenever he needs 
advice on what to do about the Mid- 
dle East he telephones Israel 
Ambassador Slmcha Dinitz. 

"When something -recurs with 
which I am not famfflax." the Presi- 
dent said at the working dinner on 
Monday evening, “I call Am- 
bassador Dinitz and ask him what do 
I do next. He always tells me how my 
predecessors have performed and 
what is expected as the next event on 
the programme." 

The President went on to say that 
Dinitz was "filling very large shoes" 
when he took over as Israel's envoy 
here, from Rabin . 


Taiwan said seeking to buy Kfir planes 
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WASHINGTON. — Nationalist China 
*s considering the Kfir as a possible 
replacement for Its aging U.S.-made 
‘F-104 Starflghtera, U.S. intelligence 
sources say. 

If the Taiwan government choses 
the Israel-built fighter plane, the 
U.S. would have to decide whether to 
permit sale of tbe plane, which Is 
powered by a U.S.-made engine. 

The United States last month 
vetoed Israel’s request' for. permis- 
sion to sell 24 Kfirs to Ecuador, say- 
ing approval “would run counter to 
our policy against the sale of ad- 
vanced and sophisticated aircraft to 
Latin America.” 

A State Department spokesman 
said at that time the U.S. Govern- 
ment would consider any future 
Israel requests on a case-by-caae 
basis. : 

In considering a possible Kfir sale 
to Taiwan, U.S.' officials would have 


to weigh the impact of such a sale on 
American relations with Communist 
China. 

Intelligence sources said the 
Nationalist Chinese are considering 
France's Mirage, as well as the Kfir. 
as a possible P-104 replacement. 

Seeking to bolster its industry, 
Israel has been concentrating for 
some time on Latin American and 
. Aslan markets for Its arms products. 
Last month, intelligence sources 
said, Guatemala concluded a deal 
for 10 Israel armoured cars and 
about xs.ooo rifles. Since the ar- 
moured cars and rifles contain no 
U.S. parts, the Israelis Weren't oblig- 
ed to seek U.S. approval. 

The Israelis and the French are 
said to have tried to interest Peru in 
buying their planes. Peru chose In- 
stead to purchase 36 advanced Soviet - 
Sukhoi SU-22 fighter bombers. 

Peru has become a major arms 


customer of- the Soviet Union In re- 
cent years. Just last week, U.S. In- 
telligence sources say, the Russians 
delivered SA-3 anti-aircraft missiles 
to Peru. 

Meanwhile, ,U.S. sources said they 
understand Ecuador may send a 
military mission to Moscow to sound 
out the Russians on a possible 
purchase of Soviet planes. tAP) 


Tokyo express derailed 

TOKYO. — A near-packed express 
train hit a 30-ton rock and deralled- 
on a national railway line north of 
here yesterday, injuring about 200 
persons, police reported. Police said 
the front car of the 13-coach train 
tumbled about 4.5 metres onto a 
highway below while three following 
coaches overturned on the 
tracks. (UPI) 


Wage hikes to up inflation to 30 %

Recent wage increases in the 
public sector will drive Inflation up 
to 30 per cent, Instead of the 25*26 per 
cent forecast in the national budget, 
according to estimates released last 
night by Amon Gafny, Governor of 
the Bank of Israel. ' 

If the wage agreements In the 
private sector are re-opened as well, 
the price increases may be even 
higher. Gafny added. This could lead 
to rising unemployment and a fall In 
output. 

Should that happen, the - existing 


mechanisms of economic policy, 
such as the creeping devaluations 
and export Incentives, will be In- 
adequate to assure the maintenance 
of export profitability. 

Gafny said that, according to Bank 
of Israel estimates, the recent wage 
increases will come to about XU ,5b. 
a year, representing a net injection 
of purchasing power of ILL b. 

The wage agreements recently 
signed In the public sector according 
to the governor, represent a reversal 
of the government’s policy of the last 
two years- 

According to Gafny. the wage In- 


crements will result In a two per cent 
rise In private consumption instead 
of a one per cent decline as foreseen 
hi the national budget, and will mean 
& *50m. worsening in the payments 
.balance. 

The next government, Gafny said, 
will have to cut Its annual budget by 
IUb. to IUb. Such a cut In fiscal ex- 
penditure would be preferable to 
measures Intended to absorb money 
from the public (through additional 
taxes). The reduced interim budget 
will, In his view, tend to reduce infla- 
tion. .

A proposed four-month Interim 
state budget of IL8L8 billion passed . 
its first reading in the Knesset 
yesterday. 

Final passage — perhaps next 
week — is assured, since the budget 
was prepared lay a special "Com- 
mittee of Nine*' consisting of 
representatives of the Opposition as 
well as the Coalition. 

Yesterday's budget bin was made 
necessary by the failure of tbe 
original state budget for 1977/78 — 
totalling ZLL22.fib. — to receive ma- 
jority support in. the Knesset With 
the ousting of the National Religious 
Party from the Government the 
. latter could not garner enough votes 
to posh the budget -through. 

The interim budget approved 
yesterday was a victory of sorts for 
the Opposition since -it represents 
economies of approximately 
HO 00m. in expenditures far the four- 
month period (April through July) . 

Presenting the budget bill yester- 
day, Finance Minister Yeboshaa 
Rabinowltz claimed that the govern- 
ment had "really succeeded" in im- 
proving the balance at payments in 
the past.three years and pointed to a 
reduction of $560m. last year In the 
trade deficit. 

“Exports of goods and services in- 
creased by IS per cent last year." he 
declared. "Industrial exports rose 
by 27 per cent and agricultural ex- 
ports, excluding citrus, by 54 per 
cent. These are unprecedented 
achievements, ‘and in January and 
February of this year industrial ex- 
ports, Including diamonds, grew by 
37 per cent." As for imports, 
Rahinowitz continued, they had 
dropped — in real terms — by two 
per cent last year after a super cent 
decrease in 1975. 

But the employment picture was 
not as bright as it has been, he 
suggested. "The job market is 
stabilising as over-employment 
dries up. The dally average of 
jobless persons is on the rise. But 
this situation also has its positive 
aspects — it pushes people to look for 
other jobs, such as in the export In- 


dustries, where more workers are 
needed.” 

When hecklers charged the 
government with responsibility for 
the collapse of the wage policy by 
raising the pay .of civil servants, 
Rabinowitz replied that the charges 
are "just hot air ... the manufac- 
turers are more to blame, since they 
are paying their workers an average 
of eight per cent more than service 
workers.” 

Rabinowitz also claimed the 
Government could have kept last 
year's inflation rate at between 12 
and 15 per cent "but that would have 
meant mass unemployment, a situa- 
tion we want to avoid like the 
plague.” 

Simha Erlich of the Likud blamed 
the Rabin Government for the 
collapse of the national wage policy 

— "tbe worst economic breakdown 
since the establishment of the state” 

— and for misleading workers with 
wage Increases "while the govern- 
ment was itself destroying the value 
of tiie Israel pound." 

Erlich said the only reason the Op- 
position had cooperated in drafting 
the new budget was its desire to see 
government spending based on 
enactment rather than on emergen- 
cy regulations issued by a minority, 
caretaker government 

Although the interim budget, 
which had earlier been approved by 
the Cabinet, only totals the IL3l.8b. 
agreed to by the Opposition, the 
Treasury will actually be able to 
spend as much as it had originally 
budgeted — 3X32. 5- 32. 7h. This is 
because the Treasury will be left 
with an unspent reserve of ILSOGm. 
to ILlb. from the current (1976/77) 
fiscal year. Tbe reserve had been 
earmarked for wage increases fore- 
seen for 1976. 

Cabinet ministers, it was reported, 
wanted to knowhow their ministries' 
programmes would be affected by 
the interim budget. Treasury of- 
ficials explained that ministries 
would be allowed to -transfer expen- 
diture from one item to another, so 
that the budget would be flexible. 


TEL AVTV. — Hawks and doves in 
the Democratic Movement for 
Change yesterday agreed on & draft 
political programme whose underly- 
ing principles are similar to those of 
the Labour Party.

relations once Israel agrees to 
relinquish large segments of the 
territory it captured in the 1967 Six- 
Day War.

“psychological adjustments," Sadat 
realizes he has to-begin thinking of 
ingredients such as trade and even- 
tual diplomatic ties, which Israel has 
always Insisted comprise "real 
peace." 

"He (Sadat) has learned how to 
talk to us,” the American official 
said, adding that Sadat had even in- 
dicated he would have no objection If 
the U.S. concluded ifo own security 
pact to defend Israel as part of a 
final settlement. 

The official also made these 
points: 

• Syria has advised the U.S. not to 
conclude from its offensive against 
the FLO in Lebanon that "we are go- 
ing to sell out the Palestinians.” 
President Hafez Assad told Vance 
Syria will continue to insist on the 
recognition of PLO rights. 

‘They (the Syrians) say there can 
only be two sets of relationships with 


Israel: a state of war or a state of 
belligerency,” tbe official said. 
‘They are willing to end the state of 
war but with no fringes." 

• Saudi Arabia is beginning to 
frame its strategic thinking about 
the entire Middle East in terms of 
Israel's permanent existence. Vance 
was told by Saudi Crown Prince 
Fahd that the trends in the area 
regarding a continued and reliable 
source of oil for tbe West and the loss 
of Soviet influence In the region "are 
very good tor us." 

What struck Vance and his aides 
most strongly, however, was that 
Fahd said he thought these trends 
also "have been good for you and for 
Israel." . _ _

"To retain Its Jewish and

"We must have & realistic ap- 
proach," the movement's leader, 
Prof. Yjgael Yadin explained to the 
press. 

The proposed platform says that 
“security considerations will he the 
guiding principle in determining 
settlement preferences. Primary 
preference will be given to settle- 
ment in the Jordan Valley." 

The plank does not reject settle- 
ment in strategic points elsewhere in 
Judea and Samaria, but Yadin ex* 
plained: "If someone proves that 
settlement near Nablus, for exam- 
ple, Is essential for defence reasons, 
I will argue with him. Our resources 
are too limited.” 

(The Labour Convention declared 


last month that settlements are es- 
tablished to solve security problems, ' 
and that priority should be given to 
"tbe Jerusalem District (and) ... tbe 
Jordan Valley.") • 

Like Labour and the Likud,, the 
DMC opposes creation of An Indepen- 
dent Palestinian state west of the 
Jordan River. “Israel’s neighbour to 
the east should be one Arab state, 
whose capital, will be on the Blast 
Bank. The problem of Palestinian 
Identity will be solved In that state," 
the DMC plank said. "A separate' 
sovereign Palestinian state west of 
the Jordan would endanger Israel's 
security and existence," the plank 
stressed^ 

The DMC also concurs with 
Labour In fusing to negotiate with 
the PLO.

Ports Authority will seek 
injunction against strikers 


' Jerusalem Boot Staff 

The Ports Authority will apply to' 
the Labour Court in Beersheba today 
tor an injunction preventing the 
Marine Department workers from 
staging another 24-hour strike like 
the one that ended at 6 p.m. yester- 
day. 

The Ports Authority has also warn- 
ed tbe HSst&drut that it would sue the ' 
strikers for financial losses incurred 
hy their wildcat action. 

The Jerusalem Post was told by a 
member of the Marine Department 'a 
works committee that no strike was 
planned for the next few days; but 
that workers would go out if forced to 
by management. Yesterday’s strike 
erupted after negotiations for a 
labour contract broke down. 

Because of urgent appeals to the 
workers, a ship carrying a cargo of 
250 tons of bananas was allowed to 
sail from Haifa during the strike 
period yesterday afternoon. The 
bananas were the first shipment of 
an order for 800 tons, worth half a 
million dollars, from a new customer 
in a European country . 


Agrexco Informed tbe marine staff 
that, if the first shipment did not 
arrive In time and in good condition, 
the entire order as well as the 
customer, might be lost to Israel. 

' Another ship carrying citrus was 
delayed in sailing from Haifa lor 
several hours due to the strike. 
Seven gangs of stevedores were idle 
because three ships could not enter 
the port. 

In Ashdod, five ships were not 
allowed to leave and six ships were 
not allowed to enter the port. 

About 250,000 crates of citrus fruit 
were aboard the delayed ships. 
Seven working crews were idled by 
tbe strike in the morning, five crews 
in the afternoon. 

It was announced, meanwhile, that 
workers of the port storage 
departments In Haifa and Ashdod 
bad reached agreement on a new 
labour contract. The port spokesman 
pointed out that, with the exception 
of the Marine Department workers, 
agreements have been reached with 
all of the employees in tbe three 
ports.

Rumania tries to restore normalcy!

Rumania buried dozens of its dead 
yesterday but hundreds of others 
killed in the earthquake that created 
"a hell on earth" for the country lay 
unidentified In the courtyard of tbe 
capital's morgue. 

Ambulances were bringing In 
more bodies being dug out of the rub- 
ble of the checkerboard pattern of 
devastation In the centre of 
Bucharest. 

The official death toll stood at 1.034 
persons killed and another 6.185 in- 
jured throughout the crescent- 
shaped region of devastation which 


ran from the north through the 
capital toward the west, but the 
casualty count was certain to rise. Of 
the dead, 813 were killed in 
Bucharest, 

Dozens of funerals were held in 
the city beginning shortly after 
dawn. Hearses were followed by long 
lines of blue taxicabs carrying 
bereaved relatives and friends. The 
government paid for the simple pine 
coffins, transport to the cemetery 
and the burial. 

Schools and universities reopened 
and President Nicolae Oeousescu 
ordered all shops to open and to con-

700.000 ions of the chemical dust la 
now unloaded annually. They say the 
clouds drift over the city and settle 
on the homes, inhabitants and 
vegetation. 

Ashdod Mayor Zvi Zllker argues 
that the phosphate dust ls a nuisance 
and that the company will have to 
explain how it will resolve the 
problem before discussions can 
begin on enlarging the company’s 
depot. 

Joseph Shalit, head of the 
economics department of Israel 
Chemicals Ltd., mother company of 
the phosphate firm, said I CL is spen- 
ding millions of pounds to resolve the 
problem. Shalit predicts that the 
level of the phosphate dust will drop 
after the new depot is built; He says 
the dust Is caused because the com- 
pany is exporting phosphate In fine 
granular form. In about a year, it 
will begin to export larger-grain 
phosphates. 

According to Yitzhak Gazlt, the 
port manager, the ships being loaded 
with phosphate are not equipped 
with the latest facilities to minimize 
dust because their ports of call can 
not handle such modern ships.

Haim Raphael,

He la survived by his wife, Tael; a 
son, Ehud, who is an attorney in 
Jerusalem; and two daughters, 
Tamar and Da 11a. (Xtlm) 


UK Zionist 
leader Jacobs 
dies at 74 

TEL AVIV. — Norman Jacobs, 
veteran British Zionist who settled in 
Israel after the establishment of the 
State, died here yesterday, aged 74. 

For years, Jacobs was one of the 
outstanding Zionist leaders In his 
native Manchester and a provincial 
vice-president of the British Zionist 
Federation. He was also active in the 
World Jewish Congress and the 
Board of Deputies of British Jews. 

Jacobs came to Haifa in 3.950 — 
four years after his brother Julius, 
the senior Jew in the Mandatory Ad- 
ministration, was killed in the King 
David HCtel explosion. Later he 
moved to Tel Aviv where he worked 
for Peltours organizing international 
congresses in Israel. He also was ac- 
tive in B'nai B'rith and the Hitahdut 
Olei Britannia. 

He was buried yesterday after- 
noon in Savyon cemetery. He leaves 
a widow, Sybil, a son, Jonathan, and 
a daughter. Dr. Ruth Shall!. -

TEL AVIV.— Israel Radio may get 
high ratings on the air waves, butfiot 
on the telephone lines. The telephone 
operators at Its Jerusalem main of- 
fices got a grade of "zero" in the 
Consumer Council's telephone 
answering survey. 

The Jerusalem minlcipallty didn't 
do much better— with a low grade of 
1.6 on a possible scale of 12. 

A full 12 points went to Yaffe Nof 
■Hospital In Haifa, while Bank 
Tefahot in Haifa and Bank 
Yerush&laylm In the Capital each 
got a high rating of 11. 

Three phone calls were made to 
each institution in the survey, and 
the institutions were judged on the 
basis of speed, efficiency and 
courtesy in answering. The total 
number of points was divided by 


three to get the score. The results of 
the second week of the survey were 
published yesterday. 

The municipality of Ramat Gan 
scored eight points, and ao did 
National Police offices in Tel Aviv. 
Any score of seven or more is con- 
sidered “satisfactory." The Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem was “un- 
satisfactory” with five points, as 
was the Ministry of Labour in 
Jerusalem with 5.3, the "Ha'aretz" 
newspaper branch office in 
Jerusalem with 5.6, and Beilinson 
Hospital In Fetah Tikva with 5.8. 

The survey, initiated by council 
chairman Hillel Ashkenazi, will con- 
tinue for several weeks. Every in- 
stitution or firm called by the 
volunteer survey team receives a 
letter stating its score, with the hope 
it will improve service where 
necessary.

offence, and attacking the owner of a 
workshop who surprised him in the 
middle of an attempted burglary.

Exit rights denied in 
money-smuggling case

Young team of diplomats 
to join Evron in London

Israel’s new envoy to Britain, 
Ephraim Evron, will take over from 
Ambassador Gideon Rafael at the 
end of next month. Foreign Ministry 
officials said yesterday. A number of 
other senior posts at the London em- 
bassy will also be changing hands 
during the summer, with Evron 
bringing in a particularly young 
team of diplomats to work with him. 

The minister at the embassy will 
be Yoav Biran, wbo at present holds 
a top job in the Foreign Ministry's 

research department. Biran ls in his 
mid-SOs. Press counsellor will be 
Yehuda Milo and first secretary will 
be Avraham Milo (no relation) — 
both men also in their' early 30s. 
Another relative youngster is Matt! 
Hacohen, who will take over ad- 
ministration in the embassy. 

The consul-general's spot will be 
filled by Gideon Y&rden. who has 
worked with Evron In the ministry's 
North America Division (Evron Is 
deputy director-general with respon- 
sibility for North America and the 
Communist bloc). 

British sources have disclosed, 
meanwhile, that the new Foreign 
Secretary, Dr. David Owen, is likely 
to visit Israel in July. Owen, 
Minister of Health at the time, was 
here a year ago to open an exhibition 
of British medical instruments. 


Inside the Foreign Ministry, In- 
formed opinion has It that Moshe 
Season, now ambassador in Rome, 
will fill Evtod’s post as deputy 
director-general. Sasson, at present 
in Jerusalem for a brief visit, is due 
to wind up bis tour of duty bx the 
summer — to be succeeded, most 
probably, by veteran diplomat Ze'ev 
Shek. Sasson met with Ministry 
Director-General Prof. Shlomo 
Avinqrl yesterday. 

Sasson. as the most senior man 
among the possible appointees to the 
deputy director-generalship, "could 
have it If he wants it." ministry old- 
timers say. However, there are some 
who believe that Sasson may seek 
other senior posts outside the foreign 
service or even a political post. 

If Sasson does not take the deputy 
director-generalship, the man tipped 
for the job is Yeshayahu Anug, 
currently an assistant director- 
general. Another contender would be 
the former ambassador to the EEC, 
Moshe Alton, also now an assistant 
director-general. 

Evron's responsibilities for 
relations with North . America and 
the Eastern bloc may be taken over 
by the ministry director-general, 
Prof. Shlomo Avlneri, Ministry in- 
siders say. 


Shopkeeper jailed, dentists 
remanded on income tax charges 


While a shopkeeper and the owner 
of a chain of wedding halls were be- 
ing sentenced to prison terms for in- 
come tax offences at the Tel Aviv 
District Court yesterday, two den- 
tists were appearing before 
magistrates In Tel Aviv and Haifa on 
suspicion of similar offences. 

Yosef Lev, 62, owns a rubber and 
plastic goods shop in Petah Tikva. 
He was sentenced to a year in Jail 
plus a I La 22,000 fine and & year's 
suspended sentence for income tax 
evasions totalling 11270,000 In the 
period 1961-1973. Lev pleaded guilty 
to the income tax charges as he did 
to a charge that he illegally possess- 
ed $52,000 in cash. - 

Haim Hlyawi, 41. of Ramat Gan, 
was given a two-and-a-half year 
suspended sentence and six months 


Imprisonment with a IU.2a.000 fine 
fora 11220,000 income tax evasion by 
his firm Ulamei Halm. The com- 
pany, which operates four wedding 
halls in the Tel Aviv area, was fined 
IL75.000 for the same offence. 

A Haifa dentist, Dr. Henrik 
Wachtel, was remanded for seven 
days by the Haifa Magistrate's Court 
on suspicion of income tax evasion 
totalling tens of thousands of pounds. 

Dr. Oded Amudi, a Tel Aviv den- 
tist, was released on IL250.000 bail 
by the Tel Aviv Magistrate’s Court. 
He was arrested on suspicion of a 
IL400.000 income tax evasion. Police 
told the court that, during his in- 
terrogation, Dr. Amudi confirmed 
the tax inspector's suspicions that he 
omitted IL240.000 from his Income 
tax declaration.

MOSCOW. — Ten Soviet citizens of 
German background held a protest 
demonstration in Red Square yester- 
day morning, waving banners call- 
ing for the right to emigrate from the 
Soviet Union. They were quickly 
seized by police. 

The demonstration was believed to 
be the first in Red Square since 1868, 
when several Soviet dissidents dis- 
played banners condemning the 
Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
Several attempts since then to hold . 
demonstrations in the square have 
been quashed by police before they 
could get started. 

Four Western newsmen who 
witnessed the demonstration were 
detained, driven to a police station 
near Red Square, and released 
shortly afterwards. 

The demonstrators were members 
of the Soviet Union’s 1. 8m. -member 
Volga German community, whose 
roots in Russia go back to the time of 
Catherine the Great in the 18th cen- 
tury. During World War XI, Stalin 
broke up their own semi-independent 
region along the Volga River. 

Recently more than 40,000 have 
petitioned to emigrate to West Ger- 
many and, since 1970, some 31,000 
have been permitted to leave.

A Scotland Yard 
spokesman said the bulk of the haul 
was cash, ail British currency. The 
stolen diamonds were worth aniy 
£600 (more than ILB.000). 

Workers at the cargo ter min a l said 
yesterday the armed bandits simply 
walked through an unlocked door. 

They described the security 
arrangements In the KLM 
warehouse as "pathetic." But in- 
vestigating detectives said someone 
with “inside knowledge” must have 
helped the gang. 

Detective Chief Superintendent 
Part Segrue, leading the hunt for the 
gang, told reporters the raiders were 
lying In wait when the Brinks -Mat 


security van arrived at the 
warehouse. 

The van reversed Into the building 
and its two-man crew lowered the 
warehouse's steel shutters as e 
routine security measure. 

But the raiders burst into the 
warehouse through the door, which 
had been left open. They struck as 
the van's crew and KLM staff were 
^lTilnaritng the V8XX. 

Segrue said the raiders, who were 
armed with sawn-off shotguns, 
ordered the staff at gunpoint to lie on 
the floor. There was no violence and 
nobody was Injured. 

He said the raid was over in about 
five minutes and was “a tidy job." 

After the robbers escaped in a van 
and a car. one of the staff raised the 
alarm. Police dosed the airport's ex- 
its within minutes, but they were 
too late for the robbers. Police later 
found the escape van abandoned in a 
nearby village.

BUENOS AIRES. — Ana Maria Gon- 
zalez and Guillermo Felix Dimitri 
met tor the first time over gunsights 
for one brief fatal moment. 

The bloody encounter epitomizes 
the savage political violence wrack- 
ing Argentina as leftists battle a 
m il i t a r y go v er nment which took con- 
trol of the country last year from the 
widow of President Juan Peron. 

Their story, pieced together from 
news accounts, official com- 
muniques and other sources, 
sketches the heartbreak, tears and 
chiQlng wantoxuess hidden behind 
the sterile d£ath accounts dutifully 
printed in local newspapers here. 

More than 200 persons have been 
killed already this year — 1.480 were 
killed In 1978. It Is also token for 


granted now that most of the deaths 
become just grim statistics in a brief 


become just grim statistics in a brief 
news story. 

Here, Is the story behind one of 
those reports: 

The time is January, 1956. 

Ana Maria was born to ’well-to-do 
parents- Her father was a physician, 
and her mother a psychologist. 

At this date Guillermo was two 
months old. KSa mother and father, & 
skilled worker, lived in a modest 
home in a modest suburb of Buenos 
Aires. The family income was just 
adequate. There were no luxuries. 

After finishing high school, 
Guillermo decided to become an 
electronics technician. He now had a 
steady girlfriend and sported over- 
the-collar-lengtb hair like most other 
Argentine boys his age. But the 
studies had to be postponed and the 
long hair shorn. Guillermo was 
drafted into the Argentine army. 

Ana Maria was now a pretty 
teenager with chestnut hair and 
large brown eyes. She didn't smoke. 
She drank very little. She liked to 


knit, go to the movies and quote 
Shakespeare. She was enrolled in 
high school to the upper-class suburb 
of Belgrano. She always arrived at 
school on time, often In the car other 
best friend, Marla Graciela Cardozo. 

By 1974. Ana Marla was dating a 
24-year-old man. Suddenly she 
stopped going to the yacht club, 
where her family had a 
membership. She put her books on 
Shakespeare aside. 

It was about this time, official 
sources say, that she became In- 
volved with the far-left in Argentina. 
They say her boy friend was a secret 
member of the “Montoneros,” the 
left-wing guerrilla band dedicated to 
armed struggle to convert Argentina 
to socialism and long a special target 
of government security forces. 

Her friend Marla Gradeia's 
father. General Gesario Cardozo, 
had just been named head of the 
Argentine Federal Police. Ana 
Maria was a frequent visitor at the 
Cardosos' heavily-guarded apart- 
ment. The two girls often studied 
there together. Maria Grade! a 'a 
parents reportedly treated Ana 
Maria like another daughter. 

On June 17, 1976. Ana Maria went 
home with Marla Graciela after 
school. She was Carrying a leather 
bag. Officials say that inside was a 
plate-like slab of plastic explosive 
with a pressure-activated detonator. 

Ana Marla asked to use a 
telephone and entered the bedroom, 
of the elder Cardozas. She armed the 
charge and slipped it under the mat- 
tress on the side of the bed where 
General Cardoso normally slept. 

Later that night, the Cardosos 
went to their rooms* T^e general 
climbed into bed, the pressure of his 
body Ignited the 800 grams of plastic. 
The explosion killed him instantly. 
Sfla wife was injured, but survived. 
Maria Graciela escaped injury. 

Ana Maria called her parents from 
hiding and said goodbye. They never 
saw her again. Security forces of the 
military government bad her 
photograph displayed in Argentine 
newspapers and on television. She 
beaded their most-wanted list. 

Guillermo read about the explo- 


sion while in basic training. He was 
learning how to shoot the FN rifle 
used by the Argentine army. 

The date is no January 4. 1977. 

Guillermo, with just a short time 
left before he retained to civilian 
life, was standing on a street corner 
in a Buenos Aires suburb. He was 
with an army patrol. 


A small car approached the cor- 
ner. Security forces say Ana Maria, 
who had successfully eluded police, 
was Inside. A man in his early 20a 
was driving. 

Ana Marla spotted Guillermo and 
other members of the patrol. Ap- 
parently thinking that she and her 
companion were entering a trap, she 
grabbed & pistol and thrust her arm 
out the window. 

She opened fire. 

Guillermo, who had never seen 
violence during his army service, 
brought his rifle to his shoulder and 
fired three shots at the now speeding 
vehicle. 

Guillermo fell to the ground. One 
of the bullets from Ana Maria's 
pistol had struck him In the chest. He 
died before the patrol could get him 
to a hospital. 

Ana Marla and her unidentified 
companion bad been hit by Guiller- 
mo’s gunfire and that of his patrol. 
The man was struck in the stomach. 
Ana Maria was hit in her upper body. 
The car was badly damaged. 

The two managed to get out and 
commandeer another car at gun- 
point. Ana Mariaandher companion 
sought medical attention at a 
physician's surgery. The doctor, 
suspicious, went to call the police. 
The pair fled. 

Nothing was heard about Ana 
Maria until February 23. when the 
security forces announced her death. 

According to one news report, a 
captured Montonero later told 
security agents Ana Maria had 
reached a hideout, but bled to death 
hours later. Her body was apparent- 
ly buried at a secret location. 

Guillermo's mother was given his 
personal effects after his burial ser- 
vice. She also kept his blood-stained 
army shirt. (AP)

Training 
by truck 


Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
HAIFA. — A mobile technical club Is 
to begin instructing youngsters In 
Upper Galilee border moshavlm this 
month In "creative Bkills" such as 
wood and metal work, electricity, 
and electronics and handicrafts. The 
project has been made possible by a 
contribution from the Max and Mimi 
Fraenkel Foundation here, which 
has paid for the truck, the equipment 
and the tools. 

The idea was proposed several 
years ago by the Society for the 
Promotion of Youth Technical Clubs, 
but had been held up for lack of a 
sponsor. Explaining the need for a 
mobile club. Society director Yosef 
Cohen said that the basic investment 
in a fixed club is too high for small 
places and there was also a shortage 
of trained Instructors. 

"We thought of mounting a club on 
wheels," he said. “It can visit these 
small places once a week." 


notes that the women's living 
quarters, in small flats, are far more 
comfortable than those of the men, 
whose spotless barracks epitomize 
military spit and polish.

Ehud was horn In Tiberias. After 
his army service he studied In the 
U.S. for a year. On hto return to 
Israel, he got a job with a private in- 
vestigator. But he found himself 
thinking about the police all the 
time. And he finally decided that he 
might as well be in the real thing. 

Ehud and Bella look forward to the 
challenge of police work, and feel 
that a more routine type of job would 
not satisfy them. As for the tough

Using the community to care 
for the mentally troubled 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Israel's first con- 
ference on community mental health 
will be held at Tel Aviv University on 
March 28 and 29. 

The conference, organized by the 
Tel Aviv University School of Social 
Work and the Social Medicine 
Department of the Hebrew 
Unlveraity-Hadasaah Medical 

School, will bring together social 
workers, psychologists and psy- 
chiatrists to talk about treating men- 
tal patients in the community 
(Instead of In mental hospitals) and 
creating a community environment 
more conducive to good mental 
health. Lectures will also be given on 
the anthropologic al aspects ol men- 
tal health, l.e., folk medicine and 
superstitions and the part they play 
In dealing with mental illness. 

Dr. Uri Aviram, of the Tel Aviv 
University School of Social Work, ex- 
plained that the medical model — In- 
dividual treatment for the "mentally 
-sick" patient — has not solved the 
problem. There are "natural sup- 
ports” in the community which 
should be used to help the person 


with mental problems. As an exam- 
ple. he cited problems of shellshock 
or battle fatigue, which can be large- 
ly ameliorated If officers learn to 
recognize the first symptoms and 
help the men within the unit Instead 
of sending them to hospital. He also 
explained that many mental patients 
now in hospital could live in the com- 
munity If Israel were to Invest 
money, time and thought in creating 
halfway houses, hosts and other 
protected environments. 

Community mental health work 
also Included educating employers 
and the public to accept the mental 
patient released from hospithl. 
‘‘Many patients who are 
rebospltallzed go back mostly 
because they cant earn a living and 
have nothing, to do all day but think 
about their problems. If any of us 
were left alone with our problems 24 
hours a day, we would go crazy, 
too.”

Executive with time for people 


WHETHER he had just returned 
from a meeting of the Common 
Market in Brussels, whether he was 
about to chair a board meeting at 
Rogosin Industries, or whether he 
was engaged In long-range planning 
at the World Institute, Isay c } ways 
found time to meet a new settler and 
advise him what type of work was 
available, or to see a kibbutz 
treasurer In need of urgent finance. 
And, with his crystal clear brain. 
Issy would sort out confusion and 
overlapping Institutions, make a 
quick phone call, then with his char- 
ming smile turn to his bewildered 
caller and say, "Go there now... 
simple." He would listen to a long 
debate at a meeting with new olim 
and suddenly, with a few incisive 
words, bring the debate to a speedy 
conclusion. "Simple. We said we’d 
finish at seven," consulting his 
watch. "It is seven. Fine.” 

A long memorandum dealing with 
immigrant regulations was shown to 
him. He took It In at a glance. “What 
are your rpn nmwienda ti niu ? »* Within 
minutes he would dictate a few lines. 
"Let's table this. Simple.” 

■During a visit to Australia in July ^ 
1974, he made a speech which 
brought him a standing ovation. Issy 
said, “A strong Israel is the surest 
guarantee of peace for Israel 
herself, and for the Middle East. The 
mediaeval philosopher said: ‘If you 
want peace, prepare for war.’ We 
must add to that, more importantly: 
•If you want peace, prepare also for 
peace’." 

Issy was on the board of directors 
of countless companies. They all 
sought his advice, his guidance. At 
each board meeting one felt this was 



the one and only company or Institu- 
tion with which he was involved. No- 
one ever realised that an hour 
before, he had participated at yet 
another meeting, ad dressing himself 
to its difficulties as if nothing else 
was on his mind. 

Less than two years before his un- 
timely death, he was due to fly to 
Paris on business. But the son of one 
of his many friends was getting 
married that day. Issy, who loved to 
sing, especially in a synagogue 
choir, delayed his flight and sang the 


marriage blessings in his clear 
melodious voice. The next day. an 
Israeli afternoon newspaper told the 
story of how the Managing Director 
of the Israel Corporation had kept 
the “Baron" waiting, because he had 
been acting as a chasan. 

Issy never strove for the limelight. 
Unobtrusively, he sat at board 
meetings, chaired small meetings, 
gave advice to a member of the 
government, lectured on economics 
at the university, met an immigrant, 
averted a strike In a factory by his 
humane and practical approach, dis- 
sected a balance sheet, and then sat 
and helped his son with his English 
lessons. 

Of slight build, Issy emanated a 
tremendous intellectual power, 
clarity of mind, deep human un- 
derstanding, a sense of humour 
which sparkled in Hebrew as well as 
in his native English. When illness 
struck him he dictated articles into a 
tape recorder and those articles 
were published In the press. Had 
only some of his counsel been 
heeded...) 

Though eventually confined to a 
wheelchair, he went daily to his of- 
fice, met friends in his home, visited, 
and In his clear, ringing voice ad- 
dressed large gatherings. IBs circle 
of friends, in Israel and abroad, 
■Jews and non-Jews, was legion. 

He was an intellectual giant who 
walked through life humbly, did 
justice and loved mercy. All of us 
who were privileged to know him, 
and those who never met him, will be 
the poorer that this great human be- 
ing has left us forever. Hto memory, 
hto example, will remain with us as 
long as we live. ERIC LUCAS

Tel Aviv Maccabl, preparing for 
Its game tomorrow against Maes 
Fils of Belgium, came four points 
away from establishing a new league 
record for points in a. half, going to 
the locker room with a safe 71-32 
lead.

ESSEN, West Germany. — Adolf 
Hitler's former finance minister 
Lutz Count von Schwerin Krosigk, 
died In this Ruhr steel city last Fri- 
day, his daughter reported yester- 
day.

Von Krosigk had fled the Red 
Army onslaught on Berlin April 21, 
1945. and joined the successor 
cabinet of Admiral Karl Doenitz as 
Finance and Foreign Minister.

This is how ruth and Michael 
Matar describe their very individual 
kind of craftsmanship — be it kid- 
duah cup.'Spice box, mezuza or Tora 
yad. be It in IS karat gold or sterling

"Ruth Matar of Yemin Moshe" Is 
! the name of the firm, where Ruth Is 
! the jeweller and craftsman, and her 
husband Michael is her assistant (in 

his words: or President of the com- 
pany. in her words. 

Mrs. Matar ’a ceremonial art — 
and much of her jewellery too, la tru- 
ly religious in feel; made with the 
same feeling that has brought the 
couple, with their four children, 
from a house in Forest Hills. Queens, 
in New York, to one in Yemin Moshe. 
Jerusalem. 

As Michael Matar said: "In the 
U.S.. you don't have time for 
Judaism, you are so taken up with 
the business of malting a living. One 
of the reasons we came here was to 
have time for our belief. We want to 
show what beauty there is In our 
religion, to express it through these 
religious objects.” 

Present-day ceremonial art Is 
somewhat monotonous, the Matars 
feel. "Only a very few people are do- 
ing Interpretive ceremonial art for 
this generation. There is an awful lot 
of copying of 18 th and 19th century 
Jewish ceremonial art, often which 
was made by gentiles, as Jews were 
barred from gold and silversmiths' 
guilds.” 

Ruth Matar's work is a break with 
the traditional styles. Her silver 
mezuza Is in the shape of a tree of 
life, gnarled and eternal. This piece, 


In sterling silver with either lapis, 
jade, onyx or eamellan, comes in a 
limited edition of 619 (according to 
the number of commandments in the 
Tora). Each comes with Its hand- 
written inscription on parchment- 
some Americans, Ruth says, might 
through ignorance put in a printed 
klaf. and ”1 care what happens to my 
work.” 

Her Tora pointer has a lion's paw 
instead of the usual human band. "I 
checked with an eminent rabbi in 
New York if this was acceptable, and 
he said it waa quite all right.” 

Lions — or more specifically, the 
Lion of Judah — are a recurring 
theme In Ruth Matar's work. A lion 
lies resting on the lid of a silver box 
to carry the etrog; and lion’s heads, 
set with precious or semi-precious 
stones, form brooches or necklaces. 
Another theme is rocks and trees. "I 
love the rocky ground and the old 
trees of Israel,” she says. A kidduah 
cup has a gnarled vine os its stem 
and grapes curl around the bowl ot 
the cup itself. 

All designs are copyrighted, and. 
In her new To min Moshe bouse, 
Ruth plans to follow 'the work 
through herself from original sketch 
to forming the rubber mould, to all 
various other stages of the craft, 
from casting to polishing. 

And all the latest, most com- 
plicated machinery for this is 
already there, from an ultra-sonic 
centrifugal casting machine to a 
dust collector — machinery any 
jewellery firm would be glad to own. 

Ruth herself arrived, as an Im- 
migrant, only the day before this in- 
terview was done, to find her house 
well into its final stages.

Betterment in t * e supreme ™ 

^ SITTING AS COURT OF 
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"Individual dwelling” is defined In 
' the law as being "a dwelling used 
mainly for residential purposes and 
owned or held on lease by an in- 
dividual and Inhabited by him or any 
of his relatives (which include, by 
definition, a grandparent and a 
spouse of a grandparent) for the 
greater part of the year.” 

When the Director of Land Better- 
ment Tax dismissed the owners' 
application, they appealed to the 
Appeals Committee attached to the 
Tel Aviv District Court, which con- 
firmed the decision of the Director. 

In the appeal against this decision 
to the Supreme Court. Mr. D. Yoel 
appeared for the appelants and Mrs. 
D. Wexler, Assistant State Attorney, 
for the respondent. 

JUDGMENT 

Justice Etzloni, who delivered the 
first opinion of the Supreme Court, 
noted that no-one disputed the fact 
that the apartment -is In a 
cooperative house and that its total 
floor space does not exceed 70 
metres. Nor was there any 
difference of opinion on the fact that 
the apartment waa used mainly for 
residential purposes and that it was 
owned by an individual, and that a 
relative of the owners (within the 


meaning of the law) inhabited it. The 
only bone of contention wasi he’ con- 
tinued, whether the apartment had 
been inhabited "for the greater part 
of the year” as required by the 
definition, in view of the fact that It 
had remained empty for 14 months 
before being sold. 

In considering this question 
Justice Etzioni noted that ever since 
the Land Betterment Tax Law was 
enacted in 1963, the courts have tried 
to fathom the meaning of "the 
greater part of the year." Amongst 
all the passible alternatives, he said, 
the one which most suited the pur- 
pose of the law — to lighten the tax 
burden of apartment owners who 
have perforce to change their 
dwellings — Ls that which construes 
"the greater part of the year” as im- 
plying that the exemption from 
betterment tax may be given only on 
a dwelling which was genuinely used 
as his only permanent place of abode 
by the owner thereof, or his relative, 
and the sale of which, therefore, was 
not (or purposes of realising capital 
gains but for purposes of acquiring 
another permanent place of abode 
(see also Justice Wltkon in C.A. 
262 /65m, 1 P.D. 20/695 and Dr. Harari 
in "HaprakUt." voJ. 30, p. 42S).

French offer to sell us a 
nuclear power plant declined

HAIFA. — Israel has refused a 
French offer to sell us a fast- 
breeding nuclear power plant of the 
type now reportedly being sold by 
France to Iraq, The Jerusalem Post 
learned. 

The offer was refused because 
scientists here consider the new-type 
reactor not sufficiently proven. 

Prof. Shimon Yiftah, president of 
the Israel Nuclear Science Society 
told The Post in an Interview some 
time ago, that the semi- 
governmental French firm Techni- 
que Atomique had offered to sell 
Israel a. 450 megawatt "Phoenix" 
fast breeder reactor. The reactor is 
fuelled by natural uranium, (the 


reactors Israel is to buy-in the U.S. 
use enriched uranium) and as a by- 
product of Its operation, produces 
plutonium, which can be reused as 
fueL 

The plutonium can also be used for 
military purposes, and is the raw 
material needed for the manufac- 
ture of nuclear weapons. 

The French had offered to 
guarantee fuel supplies and the 
technical soundness of the reactor. 
However experts here decided that 
as only three prototypes were in 
operation, Israel should prefer reac- 
tors of more proven technology, so 
as to be on the safe side and avoid 
difficulties or breakdowns later.

1HE INDEPENDENT Liberal Party, under the threat that it 
may lose its hallowed place at the narrow centre of Israel] 
politics is the latest of the Alignment’s traditional coalition 
partners to adopt Prime Minister Babin's slogan of “Continuity 
and Change." 

The Alignment's other partner, the National Religious Party, 
is engaged in an internal blood-letting with the party's younger 
elements insistent On changing the party's image and the 
leaders who bear it. And now the I.LJP. has elected a slate of 
candidates to the forthcoming Knesset from which four of its in- 
cumbent contingent of six — two Cabinet Ministers and four 
Knesset Members — have been dropped. Only Mr. Hauaner and 
Mr. Eliad have been retained. Even the party's veteran leader, 
Mosbe Kol, has voluntarily stepped down. 

At first sight this would seem to be change with a vengeance. 
It is yet to be seen whether it is more than akin deep as may also 
be suspected of the changes purported to be sweeping the Align- 
ment and the N.R.F. What is obvious is that the I.L.F. has joined 
all the other political parties whose sensitive antennae have 
made them painfully aware, of the strident demands for change 
that dominate the atmosphere of this election year. 

Some erstwhile ILF leaders have transposed these messages 
into a course of action calling for defection to other parties, 
specifically the Likud, the Democratic Movement for Change 
and possibly Ariel Sharon’s ShlomzUm. The vast majority of the 
party’s leaders and activists have, however, decided on the 
alternative of facing up to the new winds of change by giving the 
party a good face lifting. None have dared counsel standing pat 
although such a course would have been most In keeping with ' 
the ILP’s image of being the most staid and solid of Israel's par- 
ties. 

Mr. Kol"s situation is interesting. There is little doubt that his 
Image has suffered from his own slow manoeuvring and Mr. 
Rabin's of consideration which left the ILP marooned in 
the transition government against its will earlier this year. But 
there is as little doubt that Mr. Kol could have had his party's 
nomination for its top spot again had he so desired. The fact is 
that he did not so desire, but this is still very far from spelling 
tini* to his political career. Mr. Kol has hinted very broadly that 
although he will not lead the party’s Knesset list he would not be 
averse to being tapped to represent it in the next Cabinet. 

It is diffi cult' to intepret Mr. Kol's voluntary resignation as 
recognition of the need for new blood at the top. Mr. Hauaner 
who succeeds him at his recommendation can hardly be 
characterized as such. It may not be far from the truth to sur- 
mise that Mr. Kol is stepping down temporarily to be slightly * 
removed from direct responsibility for a possible decline in the. 
ILp 'a electoral fortunes to what may well be Israel’s first 
watershed elections. In the event of such a decline Mr. Kol will 
still be there as the party’s chairman to hind up its wounds and 
respond to a call to represent it in the Cabinet. 

The ILP has maintained its perennial strength of 4-5 Knesset 
seats by serving as the party of loyal voters from the pre-State 
Central European aliya and of parts of the post-Independence 
Rumanian aliya, to whom have been added a locally bom crop 
of classic Liberals. Whereas the first two elements have been 
* dwindling in size, the ILP’s potential among the locally bom has 
been growing. This has been true in theory. In actual fact it is 
this very potential that is the most prone to the blandishments of 
the upstart DMC and of the Likud with its promise of victory and 
power after many years in the political wilderness. 

The ILF has also maintained its stable position these many 
years by emulating the other establishment parties — large and 
small — in maintaining, servicing and benefiting from' a 
variegated network of economic, institutional and settlement in- 
terests. These interests, however, represent the bedrock of the 
ILF'S; support; they cannot guarantee preservation Of its full 
traditional strength In the face of the winds of change sweeping 
the political scene. 

By its decision on Monday, the ILP seems to have opted to 
replace some of its interest representatives .with a number of 
new faces who, it is hoped, can make a more credible argument 
to back up the “Change through Continuity" slogan. In what 
promises to be Israel's first wide open election we will have to 
await the verdict of the polls to judge whether the ILP’a premise 
has been soundly baaed. 
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Who speaks for the PLO? 


HA'ABETZ (Independent) weighs 
Sadat's remarks in his Interview 
with ""nme" concerning the PLO’s 
alleged “readiness to make peace 
with Israel’* against the repeated 
statements of Farouq Kaddoumi in 
three successive Interviews — the 
most recent in "Newsweek" — In 
which he reiterates the extremist 
standpoint as defined in the PLO’s 
covenant. 

"Kaddoumi made his statements 
on the eve ot the Palestinian 
National Council, which Is about to 
convene in Cairo, In order to refute 
the ideas of certain elements In the 
PLO who are apparently prepared to 
compromise with the U.S., which has 
hinted that it would be prepared to 
recognize the- PLO provided that 
organization altered its covenant, 
recognized Israel's right to exist and 
accepted the two Security Council 
resolutions. 

"Arafat Is apparently inclined to 
accept the American suggestion, and 
the extremist circles have named 
him a ‘dove’, hut he is unlikely to 
come out openly with his stand when 
not only George Habaah and Ahmed 
•fibril, bat also Kaddoumi, threaten 
that the suggested Palestinian state 
would only be a springboard for war 
on Israel, which must be eliminated 
as a state. 


* 'Kaddoumi* s la the authentic 
voice of extreme nationalism. His 
statements highlight the danger of a 
Palestinian- Arab state, and Israel 
should use them to drive home to 
Washington why this solution to the 
Palestinian issue would he absolute- 
ly unacceptable." 


HATZOFE (National Religious) 
notes the contrast between President 
Sadat's remarks on Israel at the 
Afro- Asian summit and the appeas- 
ing tone of his interview with 
‘"nine" magazine, in which he said 
he believed the Palestinians would 
be satisfied with a state in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip and peace 
agreements with Israel- 
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"it is not unusual for Arab leaders 
to talk in two different languages — - 
depending on their audience," the 
paper remarks. As to the contrast 
between Sadat's analysis of the 
, PLO’s stand and that of Farouq Kad- 
doumi (in "Newsweek") and George 
Habaah. the paper concludes:

THE DALIAH YADLXN INTERVIEW 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir, — Dali ah Tadlin's passionate 
defence of her husband (February 
25) may deserve understanding and 
sympathy for human and emotional 
reasons. In fact, the lengthy Inter- 
view you published just goes to show 
how blurred the concept of moral 
and ethical principles and simple 
criminal law may become:

8) Did Mrs. Tadlin really expect 
that the public personalities she 
mentioned would stop or impede a 
criminal, investigation authorized by 
the Attorney-General or tbe State of 
Israel? To do so would h&veheen an 
act of even worse corruption than 
any of Mr. Tadlin’s deeds. 

4) Mr. Tadlin has been accused - 
and sentenced not only for illegal 
fund-raising for the party, "but also 
for other criminal offenses which 
Mrs. Tadlin completely forgets to 
mention.

CONFERENCE

Sir, — While Malka Rabinowitz * a 
February 24 report from Washington 
on Breira’s first national conference 
is far less shrill in its Imputations of 
wrongdoing to Brelra’s leadership 
than what we have had to suffer 
from many American Jewish es- 
tablishment spokesmen in recent 
weeks, it still deserves a bit of 
response from' us Rreira-niks 
visiting here. 

As It happened, we came to Israel 
for our visit, directly from 
Washington, where we took a small 
part, as members of commission 
four, in drafting resolutions on 
Brelra’s. role facilitating efforts 
toward peace In the Middle East.

Democratic Movement’ s first test 


THE DEMOCRATIC MOVEMENT 
FOR CHANGE, which had been 
awarded by early polls a' minimum 
of 20 Knesset seats in the .coming ' 
elections, is in for its first sertoua 
trials next week.- 

■ For next week the, DMC is due .to 
hold Its first internal elections, and 
to formally install its leadership. 
The results will .determine, whether. - 
the new party will he able.to.keep up 
Its momentum until election day 'and* 
become a serious contender for 
.power in the next government. They 
will reveal the degree of its success 
In turning from a small and Intimate 
political coterie into a mass move- 
ment capable of garnering hundreds 
of thousands of votes from disgruntl- 
ed but disparate parts of the - elec- 
torate. 1 ■ 

The DMC baa been a unique 
phenomenon in Israeli political history. 
In it first JL<W days — it to difficult to 
remember today that. Prof. Tadin 
announced the inauguration of tbe 
movement only on N ovember 24 — it 
has grown from 77 founding 

members to 87,000. This has been the 
DMCs mart Impressive achieve- 
ment to date. But It also contains 
within itself the seeds of the 
problems the DMC will have to han- 
dle after next Tuesday's elections.

One of 
the proposals being amridered.J8 
that voters will be - required, to vote 
for, an entire list of 30 candidates on 
the Knesset fiat ratter than tick on 
only one. or .two candidates, thereby- 
denying votes to other'candldates. 


THE LIST OF 77 men slid women 
who added their names, to Prof. 
Tadln's as founders- -of the 
Democratic Movement was the out- 
come of a winnowing out process 
that had gome on for many months. 
In the process the original members 11 
developed among themselves a com- 
fortable rapport and ambience. This 
was especially true of the few thou- 
sand ' adherents of Prof. Amnon 
Rubinstein's Shinui Movement, who 
merged with the Tadin group within 
a week ot its formation to establish 
the DMC. 

The Shinui people justifiably view 
themselves as the keepers v of the 
torch of “change" during the' thin 
days from the period of the abortive 
post-Tom Kippur War protest 
movements until the beginnings of 
the present election campaign. .To a 
somewhat leaser extent this sense of 
intimacy and clubbtoesa also in- 
formed tbe thousand or so members 
of Sfrmuel Tamir' a Free Centre who 
joined the DMC two months Zater. 

Now the spectre of 87,000 largely 
anonymous voters' who will elect the 
DMC’s Internal Council and Its 
Knesset List haunts many of these 
“founding members." 

Ibis is the source ot the suspicion 
that many thousands of these new 
members have been brought in en 
masse by certain . candidates who 
may have these votes sewed up. The 
suspicions have centred primarily 
on the several thousand Druse and 
Arab members who have signed up. 
But they have also been directed at 
some cases of mass enrolments in 
Jewish neighbourhoods,' which have 
brought into the party new elements 
completely different from the foun- 
ding groups. 

The DMC's organizers are con- 
sidering various technical steps to 
prevent the concentration of large 
blocs of votes which would be cast 


WHATEVER STEPS are actually 
adopted, imd ' whatever their ef- 
ficacy, they will be secondary to the 
way in which the problems following 
the March 19 elections are handled. - 
■For by definition,; -the poll will . 
produce winners as well as . losers . 

Whether the losers decide to leave 
in disgruntled pique, or whether they 
choose to continue- to w;ork 
enthusiastically in the movement’s 
electoral campaign, win be one of 
the major tests of the -DMC’s elected ’ 
.leadership. In any case. March ifi 
and its aftermath will mark the end 
of the DMCs Innocent honeymoon 
stage, and the beginning of .a period 
of maturity In which the party will be 
called upon to show Us mettle audits - 
worth. 

Another worry deriving from the 
u ncertainty of the internal balloting - 
results is the 1 possibility that the 
composition of the first 20 or more- 
places on the DMCs Knesset list will . 
not offer the balance needed for op- 
timal electoral results on May 17. 
The 87,000 currently registered 
members do not necessarily mirror 
the DMC's natural constituency 
within the general population. 

The older parties in Israel's 
political map. have generally handl- 
ed this problem by hand-tailoring & 
list that is a combination, of internal . 
party pressures' and of reading* of , 
external electoral' prospect#. This 
tailoring has always been done by 
often mysterious no m i n a t ions com- 
mittees. 

Part of the DMC’s appeal has been 
Its unambiguous opposition to such 
nominations politics, and its es- 
pousal of the principle that “the par- 
ty membership in Its entirety electa 
tiie party's leadership In its en- 
tirety." 

Some members of the DMC have 
now woken up to the implications. of 
what they. see os “democracy rim. 
wild," but it would seem to be too 
late for backsliding. The ardent sup- 
porters and the surreptitious 
' doubters will simply have -to await 
the results of next Tuesday's poll to 
evaluate tbe outcome of this novel 
experiment in political democracy.
